flow  Irom  their  grand   declaration  of 
principle*,    l-ot  them  tec  to  il 
"no  calaugliug  ullioocre"  arc  e 
iulo  with  ihe  rum  thop,  or  iu  do 
nud  victims. 

llelore  tbc  moral  nipect  ul  New  York 
cnu  be  changed,  or  that  of  any  other 
ci'y,  we  must  tee  nominated  good  men 
nud  true  a*  we  nudvrttand  those  wordt. 
Owing  tu  the  ram  tolerest,  the  laws 
ennuot  bo  eulorced  lu  Now  York.  What 
would  guurantcc  the  enforccineul  ol 
lawt  mkile  iu  the  iuleretl  of  labor?  The 
runt  iulcrest  'f  To  usk  (he  question  i< 
tu  answer  il.  Why.  thla  iutorast  on- 
ii  Mirages  the  first  caii*o  of  crime  iu  New 
'fork,  thai  it,  tbe  tinrcttrictcd  sale  ol 
distilled  liquors.  Omitting  tho  hotola, 
ihore  lire  eight  thousand  place*  in  Non 
York  cily.  whoreiu  whiskey  is  told  hy 
the  drink.  Wc  notice  ihilly.  iu  journ- 
als, occouiits  of  lights  at  d  stubbing,  in 
the  liquor  saloons,  and  wo  read  bow 
ihe  murderer  llrst  ninddcus  himself  with 
whiskey,  lit  one  of  these  places,  und  is 
then  able  to  use  the  kliile  nr  bludgeon 
These  eight  thousand  drinking  solooui 
lutvo  n«  legal  right  to  exist.  The  actual 
bote!  in  the  ouly  place  where  tpirituout 
liquors  cnu  be  legally  told  by  tho  drink. 
Tbo  excise  commissioners, thcu,  vie* 
the  law.  Tbo  rum  interest  is  t 
powerful  in  hreiiklng  law,  lhau  Ihe 
crcd  principles  ul  justice  nnd  doty  upon 
which  all  low  should  be  bused. 

Legislative  reform  has,  thcu,  nothing 
io  hope  lor  from  it,  bnt  every  thing  (roiu 
oitriotnlnbsitaoncc,  advocates  who  mm 
directly  and  iudircclly,  m  eliminating 
this  accursed  clement  Irotn  nil  legisla- 
tion io  order  tbo  better  to  guorantce 
life,  liberty  ami  ihe  pursuit  of  happi- 

Onr  Tutnl  AUimriH-c  move- 
meet  aims  nl  climinnliug  iufiu- 
ence  frum  legislation  directly 
nnd  indirectly,  it  is  thcu  intimately 
bouud  up  nlso  with  the  ndvnuccmcitt  ot 
legislative  reform.  Tbc  blcssiugs  ul 
this  movement,  thcu,  are  apparent. 

It  is,  then,  with  reason  that  wcadvu 
calc  the  importunes  of  tho  Catholic  To- 
ml  Ahsiieooce.  innvomctit  in  tbc  work 
of  ndvaociug  sociul  reforms,  nud 
claim  thnt  it  eaters  largely,  very  large- 
ly, iuto  the  sbtislnclory  solutiou  of  nil 
the  leading  sociul  problems  of  tbc  day. 
Wc  do  oot  with  to  unduly  exalt  its  im- 
porinoce  by  decryiog  our  present  locinl 
system,  or  by  ony  cxiiggc 
incut  of  I  lie  different  soe-inl 
nfl'ect  it.  Wc  hnvc  strictly  adhered  to 
facts.  Yet  wc  think  the  world  is  grow 
ing  better,  even  amid  its  travail  am 
groaning,  even  despite  the  spectacle  ol 
poverty,  vice,  crime  uod  the 
thnt  nppnl  and  bctiiuci  di 
there  is  much  evil  in  the  world,  there i. 
much  good  also. 

There  arc  muuy  aud  weighty  agcu- 
cics  in  uclive  operation  lor  tbc  material 
and  moral  welfare,  ol  the  commnaity. 
Nevertheless,  after  our  boh  religion. wc 
look  upou  Cnlliolic  total  ubstiucni 
gnuiriiiious  as  the  inighlic-st  ol"  these 
uinuy  agencies,  not  so  much  because  i 
corrects  aud  reforms  ns  because  of  it 
work  of  prevention.

Wherever 
yon  offer  men  the  attractions  at  law  lul 
amusement,  whether  by  the  drama, 
course  of  lectures,  by  popular  studies 
iu  history,  law,  even  romance.by  read- 
ing rooms,  libraries  ami  maor  other 
forms  of  iostruction  ami  amusement, 
there  you  are  again  adopting  the  tares! 
means  of  most  effectually  checking  ibe 
evil  w-c  combat.  In  every  cmnmi 
there  must  be  pleasures,  rclaxatious 
aod  means  of  agreeable  excitement  ;and 
if  innocent  -docs  arc  nol  furnished,  peo- 
ple will  revjrt  to  criminal  one*, 
was  mode  to  enjoy  as  well  as  to  labor, 
ii  tbc  stutc  of  society  should  be  adapt-
